COMMENTARY 


The recent meeting of Com- 
monwealth leaders in Lon- 
don is understood to have 
devoted considerable time to 
the startling lack of know- 
ledge of the colonial struc- 
ture made evident by the 
survey conducted in Britain 
previously. This proved, 
among other things, that the 
trouble starts in the schools. 

In Britain today far less is 
taught in schools about the 
Commonwealth than was 
done 20 years. ago. Even 
those world maps splashed 
with red for Empire are fast 
disappearing from the class- 
room, The. E 
rence of being associated with 
“imperialism” is having its 
effect. 

First step towards remedy 
would seem to lie with the 
local education committees 
and teachers tho are respon- 
sible.for the - aptitude test 
which: children must take at 
the age of, 11.to decide whe- 
ther ‘they go on from primary 
school to’ secondary modern 
or technical, or to grammar 
school. If some questions 
about the Commonwealth 
were a part of the test, chil- 
dren would ‘be taught some- 
thing of their overseas heri- 
tage from an early age. It 
is even more important that 
'a study of the Commonwealth 
should be made a separate, 
and compulsory, subject in 
the secondary . schools.
